our Cuban Leptocereus. His answer has been the notes 
that enclosing.

LEPTOCEREUS (Berger) Britton and Rose, 
Contr. Nat. Herb. 12:433. 1909. 
BROTHER LEON 


This genus Britton and Rose one the 
several genera segregated from the 
Schumann, who had lumped under one generic 
over 200 species plants that roughly 
conformed the shape indicated 
the name Cereus, that they were all more 
less columnar form. 

That this separation, first proposed Berger 
subgenus, and raised generic rank 
Britton and Rose was and justified clearly 
indicated the form the Leptocerei, which 
are all bushy prostrate plants, sometimes 
little tree-like, but never shaped. 

The flowers Leptocereus also differ greatly 
from the accepted Cereus flowers that they 
are very short-tubed and campanulate shape. 
some species the trunk becomes terete and 
covered with hard bark, only the terminal joints 
being ribbed. The fruits are more less spiny, 
cm. long and vary from globose 
shortly depressed. 

assurgens (C. Wr.) Britton Rose. 

This was the first known species and the 
type the genus; was collected 
Charles Wright, one the chief discoverers 
the Flora Cuba, who found the western 
part the island, the exact location not stated. 
Until recent years, was common among the 
coral rock vegetation the coast east and west 
Havana and even the aristocratic Vedado, 
suburb Havana, and still may found 
not far from Cojimar, east Havana. 
meters high, the ultimate joints cm. 


thick and 5-ribbed; the fruit oval and 
about cm. long; the flowers greenish-white, 
cm. long. 

leonii Britton and Rose. 

This species was collected the author the 
Sierra Esperon (wrongly named Sierra 
Anafe some books) August, 1909 1910, 
Guayabal, Havana Province, the foot 
limestone cliffs, and that time was full 
bloom, with lots campanulate flowers, one 
inch long little more, beautiful pink 
color, and was immediately noted 
new Returning later with Dr. Britton, 
climbed the cliff and collected speciments, 
and recognized the species new. 

Years later, the author and later Dr. Pedro 
Burmudez, found similar locality, steep 
limestone cliffs, but further the interior the 
top Sierra Somorrostro, near Jamaica, 
exposed rocks difficult access, though very 
near the central road. The plants Sierra 
Somorrostro differ very little aspect from those 
Sierra Esperon, and until good flowers 
from both localities compared, the specimens 
are referred the same species. 

the trunk, sometimes cm. diameter, 
heavy the joints are only cm. 
thick. The common name name 
used also Cuba for other genera cacti, es- 
pecially when other vernacular name 
known. 

prostratus Britton and Rose 

This small species unlike the other species 
Leonii from which differs its prostrate habit 
and the scarcely crenate ribs the branches. 
was collected the late Dr. John Shafer, 
perhaps the chief field collaborator Dr. Brit- 
ton the monograph found 
Sierra Guira, near Sumidero, west 
Pinar del Rio City, August 1912. Like 
leonii this species grows high, exposed rocks 
and the type locality the only one known. 

maxonii Britton and Rose. 

This species from the far Eastern portion 
Cuba, the Baracoa region where was col- 
lected Maxon dry mountain slope. 
Specimens recently collected Dr. Pedro Bur- 
mudez Maisi, Oriente Province, seem be- 
long this species. The joints are slender and 
7-ribbed and the spines are yellow; this also 
bush-like cacti. 

arboreus Britton and Rose. 

This species larger than the preceding, be- 
ing tree-like, about meters hight little 
more. has ovoid, spiny fruit cm.

The most accessable locality for this species 
the roadside south Castillo Jagua, 
Cienfuegos, Santa Clara; but, provisions 
have been made protect these particularly 
interesting plants, only one specimen 
arborus remains this location and this possi- 
bly will disappear.

Leptocereus sylvestris Britton and Rose. 
This species and the preceding one are the 
largest the genus. sylvestris may dis- 
tinguished from arboreus the shorter, more 
sparsely spined fruit and broader ribs its 
branches. has been collected the south 


coast Oriente Province, Ensenada Mora, 
the very narrow flat between the foot 
Sierra Maestra and the Sea. 

All the above six species are endemic 
Cuba and the only other three known species 
the genus are West Indian plants.

Leptocereus quadricostatus (Bello)

HUMMEL 


The pride possession often given the 
incentive which urges the collectors the world 
travel the ends the earth add new 
material that they already have. The desire 
for knowledge, and subsequent self-esteem com- 
ing result that knowledge, seems have 
somewhat replaced the foregoing motive re- 
cent years. The psychology why may not 
well understood, but the charm well kept 
collection, whether sea shells, coins, 
cacti cannot denied. 


interesting note the rapid advance- 
ment made collectors succulents taking 
advantage technical opinions well known 
authorities. Not many years ago many were sat- 
isfied accept material received and conse- 
quently filled their glass houses with many dupli- 
cate specimens, which, under the critical eye 
today’s fancier would soon replaced addi- 
tional species, authentically classified. 


longer does the collector, who wishes 
specialize, restrict his plants certain genus 
genera. The practice bringing together 
plants from many genera, having some like 
characteristics, becoming very popular and ex- 
tremely interesting. For those who are more 
interested beauty and the joy collecting than 
for the scientific classification, such group 
plants gives much more variety than collection 
genera. Groups black spined, spineless 
red flowering species numerous genera are 
extremely attractive. One the most beautiful 
groups that may assembled are those affected 
chlorosis commonly known variagations. 
This may take very wide range the 
CACTACEAE, well many degrees variaga- 
tions. may include the beautiful Pereskia 


aculeata var. which 
bronze leaves underneath with buttercup yel- 
low surface often mottled with pea-green, the 
red marked Hamatocactus setispinus and the 
elegant golden yellow Chamaecereus 
var. 


The fact that the mystery monstrosities and 
fasciations has never been solved, lends en- 
chantment the acquiring this type plant 
that only partially explainable that many 
hope find the solution. There are many grades 
and degrees crested growths, some that griev- 
ously try the patience the owner constant 
watchfulness necessary keep them from 
turning normal. Chamaecereus silvestrii 
crassicaulis fine example which all shoots 
appear normal first, but soon become mon- 
strose crested; this also has very superior 
flower the better known type, having about 
twice many perianth segments. 


Among collection called spineless 
cacti, (most these have microscopic spines) 
Neoporteria reichei would aristocrat with 
the beautiful spiraled ribs being broken into 
regular tubercles.

into consideration that absolute identification 
cannot ascertained without examination 
herbarium material the plant first designated 
under certain name. There are untold num- 
bers recognized mistakes which have never 
been corrected. much interest the correc- 
tion made Dr. Rose, who upon visit the 
herbarium the Museum Natural History 
Paris, viewed the original material Pere- 
skia bleo, and realized differed from that com- 
mon herbaria and collections. Later the plant 
prevalent here was identified Pereskia 
folia.

The study 
individual species must necessarily accom- 
panied the study all closely allied species 
and genera well general survey the 
plant kingdom.
